Against Cuts 


Myth of High Wages 
Refuted by Harrison 


In Pamphlet

(Dally Worker Washington Baresu) 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 23.— 
George M. Harrison, chairman of 
the Railway Labor Executives Asso- 
ciation, appealed to the American 
public today to get behind the em- 
battled railroad workers in their 
fight against a 15 per cent wage cut. 

Urging support of President 
Roosevelt's warning against pay 
slashes he declared that mainten- 
ance of the wages of workers on the 
railroads and in other industries “is 
necessary to the social and econo- 
mic well being of the American na- 
tion.” 

Harrison called for public sup- 
port for the stand of the rail work- 
ers against the impending wage cut 
in a pamphiet issued by the rail- 
road unions answering propaganda 
put out by the large carriers. 

He declared that travellers “ob- 
serve stately displays in passenger 
stations, find propaganda pamphiets 
at their plates in railroad diners, on 
their seats and in their berths in 
the railroad coaches and Pullmans— 
all indicating that railroad wages 
should be cut.”

High Nazi-Officer 


Shows Army Unrest 


Popular World War Ace Is Given Four-Year 
Term and Humiliated for ‘High Treason’ | 
But Facts Are Unpublished

PARIS, Sept. 23.— The- military eourt of- Berlin has 
found Major Baron von Forstner guilty of conspiracy to 
mutiny and condemned him to four years punitive military 
service, demotion in front of the ranks and loss of civil 
rights. The Goebbels press reported neither the sentence 
nor the facts behind this very significant case of “high 
treason.” 

Baron von Forstner is one of the most famous German 
world war fliers. He was wounded three times and decorated 
by the Kaiser with the highest war medal, the Order of Ho- 
hehzollern. How much he sympathized with the Nazis, can 
be seen from the fact that after they had come to power, 
the baron returned to active military service. 

After serving with the military air forces, he was 
promoted to the Reich Air Ministry. According to English 
newspaper reports he there tried to organize a mutiny and 
was betrayed by a young lieutenant. The Gestapo raided 
his house, arrested him in uniform, He was brought to 
trial for high treason. His appeal against the sentence 
was rejected. 

This case is significant evidence that the opposition 
against the mad Nazi war dog is not only widespread 
among the workers, among Catholics and Protestants, 
among the rank and file of the soldiers, whose anti-war 
sentiment finds expression in the increasing number of
